The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 
and 3 cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes about a packing bag having an inner surface made of 
polyaoylonitrile, which comes in contact with a dressing accommodated at an inner part. A person 
skilled in the art could have easily employed the point of bicluding bisoprolol to an adhesive layer 
described in document 2, and the point of attaching a releasing fihii to an adhesive layer described in 
document 3, to the dressing described in document 1 . 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-3 
and document 4 cited in the ISR. A person skilled in the ait could have easily used the adhesive 
selected from among a block copolymer adhesive containing a styrene system block copolymer, an 
acryl system adhesive containing a copolymer including as a monomer unit the (meth) acrylic ether 
described in documents 2 and 4, to be used as an adhesive having an adhesive layer in the dressing of 
document 1. 

The subject matter of claim 3 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents M. 
Document 1 describes about the packing bag comprising multilayer fdins. and an innermost surface 
of the multilayer films is made of polyacrylonitrile. 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents i -4. 
Document 1 describes the pomt of preparing an outermost surface muhilayer fiUns made of 
polyethylene terephthalate. 

The subject matter of claim 5 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-4. 
Document 1 describes about preparing the inner surface multilayer film and the outer surface 
multilayer film, and describes the point of providuig an aluminum layer in between these muhilayer 
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films. 



The subject mailer of claim 6 does nol appear to involve au inveuiive step iii view of documents 1 -2. 
Document 1 describes a drug shift control method by using the packing bag having the inner surface 
made of polyacrylonitrile, which comes in contact with the dressing accommodated at the inner part. 
A person skilled in the art could have easily employed the point of including bisoprolol to the 
adhesive layer described in document 2, to the dressing described in document 1 . 
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
